I saw tho flashing of a knife, but did not 


ECO him strike my father. 
I could not stir; 


I could only scream with terror. Ho spraug 
from tho bed and rushed past me, out of 
the room, striking at every ono in his way 
oicept me. Ho afterwards said he could 
not strike that young girl watching there 
by her father, remarked Mr. Fred Howard. 
'I ran to tho door,' continued Fanny, 'and

tho 


hall, bathed in blood; his wife also sooinod 
covered with blood; and my mother's night- 
dress was stained with it. They wore try- 
ing to help Fred, and had become stained 
with his blood; though at first I thought tho 
assassin had wounded them all. I ran back to 
my father's bed,but ho was not in it. My foot 
slipped, and, looking down, I saw (hoy 
slipped in blood flowing from my father's 
wounds, for in the struggle, ho had rolled 
from the bed to the floor, whero ho lay 
bathed in blood. 
Tho nurse helped him iu 


bed and told mo to continue to apply ice- 
water while he ran for n doctor. 1 suppose 
he was not gone long, but it seemed very 
long to me, as I trembled with fear that my 
father and brother wore loth dying. 
Fred 


is still suffering terribly, and my mother 
died_soon after—tho shock of that ni^ht 
haying doubtless hastened her death." Tho 
shook hastened tho daughter's death, also. 
She tenderly loved her father, and gloried 
in his fame; and the terrible scene she 
witnessed that fatal night was too dreadful 
for her delicate organization. She lingered 
through tho following Summer, and in the 
Autumn was laid in her early grave—ono of 
the ^uncounted victims of tho great assas- 
sination.—[Chicago Tribune.

A MONUMENT TO ROGER WILLIAMS. 


2'<? t-U KHitar of the PliiMelplan Etcninri 


Bulletin ;— 
lioger WiUiams, tho founder of Providence 


Plantations, was born in Wales in 1590, was 
educated r.t Oxford, became a Dissenter and 
came to America, 'landing at Hull, some 
twedty miles from Boston, on February fith, 
1631, in tho hope of enjoying in freedom his 
rcligioud opinions, and established himself 
at Salem, Massachusetts. His free opinions 
soon subjected him to tho severest censure 
and bitterest persecution in that bigoted 
colony, for he boldly maintained that tho 
magistrates wore bound to grant toleration 
to all sects of Christians, and by his actions 
and words avowed the liberality of his prin- 
ciples. After tho death of his colleague, 
Mr. Skelton, ho became tho only minister in 
Salem who disseminated such free opinions, 
which woro deemed not only seditious but 
heretical by^ his narrow minded and bigoted 
cotomporaries. Ho was arraigned before 
their general court, and refusing to retract 
any of his opinioiio, was banished in the 
year 1635. 


Ho first wont to ft place called "Scekonk," 


but, finding ho was still within tho jurisdic- 
tion of his persecutors, ho jonmtiyed fur- 
ther, on foot, through tho Wintry cold and 
doop snows, to "Mooahauaoo," out of the 
colony of Mosflachnsetts, whoro ho began a 
plantation in 10,10; 


The land ho settled on was, to his honor 


and crcdit.honorably purchased from Iholn- 


ftttt perfioUj «on*lit«nt in hij r*Jigiow 
dootriM witli • bright UAZopl* of Umltol- 
eratiov wluoh he d«m«nd*d from others, 
• 


Koger WiUiauia li«d t titrong and w«U. 


cultivated mind, for he not only learned tte 
language of the Indians and wrote • key for 
its acquisition by others, but read the Scrip- 
tures in their original texts, and In his 
writings 
exhibited 
great 
augmentative 


power. 


It Was the good fortune of the writer to 


meet a great grandson of this celebrated 
man, thelsev. John Williams, a 'Baptist 
clergyman, whose anecdates of the life and 
times of his groat Ancestor would fill a vol-. 
ume, and who 13 since deceased at tho Jgreat 
ago of 100 years and 7 months, at Bichiield, 
slate of Now York. 


Amongst many, Roger Williams is con- 


sidered as tho founder of tho Baptists of 
America, though they claim to have their 
origin in the earliest Apostolic time, and 
suffered, much earlier than his day, in Eu- 
rope, tho mostsevQro and fiery prosecutions 
at the hands of the popes and inquisitions, 
but they may justly bo proud ""of him as a 
bright oxamplar of their faith. 
But ho 


must bo regarded by all as a high typo of 
those celebrated characters so raro in history 
who belong to all men who love religions lib-' 
trty and exemplary life and tho hand of every 
man of humoup and religious feelings should 
bo willing to add a otono to tho monument 
which perpetuates his name: and such a 
monumental our Faifmouut Park, would 
bo a standi^j and national rebuke to and 
condemnation of intolerance and persecu- 
tion for conscience* sake, without regard io 
where and by whom practiced; and tho 
words of a.groat poet of England could bo 
fitly put upon tho pedestal of his monu- 
ment: 


"For forms of faJUi let Bcneelesa bigota fight" 
Ho can't bo wrong whoso life is in tlio right I 


In conclusion I will say that it appears 


perfectly rational to believe that tho sug- 
gestion of a monument to BO celebrated and 
revered a character; in our Park, would 
meet with general approval, and that ap- 
proval once obtained, its 
consummation 


would certainly and speedily follow.

BLACK MOUNTAIN GLACIER, CALI- 


FORNIA. 


Tracing Iho stream back to the last of its 


chain of lakelets, I noticed n fine gray mud 
covering the stones ou tho bottom, except- 
ing where the force of tho entering and out- 
flowing currents prevented its settling. On 
examination it proved to be wholly mineral 
in compositinn,aud resembled tho mud worn 
from a fine grit grindstone. 
I at once sus- 


pected its glacial origin, for tho stream 
w-hich carried it cnmo gurgling out of tho 
base of a raw, fresh-looking moraine, which 
seemed to be in process of formation at that 
very moment. 
Not a plant, lichen, or 


weather'stain was anywhere visible upon its 
rough, unsettled surface. It is from sixty 
to over a hundred feet in height, and comes 
plunging down in front at au uuglo of thirty 
eight degress, which is tho very steepest at 
which this moraine material will lie. Climb- 
ing tho moraine in front was, therefore, no 
easy undertaking. 
The slightest touch 


loosened pondrous blocks, that went rumb- 
ling to the bottom, followed by a train of 
smaller stones and snnd. Picking iuy wjiy 
with the utmost caution, I nt length gained 
the_ top, and behold a small but well charac- 
terized glacier swooping down from tho 
sombre precipices of Black Mountain to the 
terminal moraine in a finely graduated curve 
The solid ice appeared on nil the lower por- 
tions of tho glacier, though it was gray with 
dirt aud 6'oneB imbeded in ifs surface. 
Farther up, the ice disappeared beneath 
coarsely granulated snow. 


Tho surface of tho glacier was still fur- 


ther charcterized by dirt bands and tho 
outcropping edges of blue veins that swept 
across from side to side in beautiful concen- 
tric curves, showing tho luminated structure 
of the mass of thoglacier ico. 
At tho head 


of the glacier, 
where thn ncrc joined tho 


mountain, it was traversed by a huge yawn- 
ing Berg sehruml, iu some places twelve or 
fourteen feet wide, aud bridged at intervals 
by the 
remains 
of 
snow avalanches.

Tho surface snow, 


though, every whoro sprint-led with stones 
shot down from, tho cliffs above, was in 
some places almost pure white, gradually 
becoming crystalline, aud changing to po- 
rous whitish ico of different shades, and this 
again changing nt tho depth of twenty or 
thirty feet to bluer ice, sonic of tho ribbon 
like bands of which wore nearly pure nud 
solid, and blended with the pr.ler bauds :a 
tho most gradual and exquisite manner im- 
.aginable, reminding one of the way that 
color bands como together in a rainbow. 


A series of.rugged zigzags enabled mo to 


male my way down into tho weird ico world 
of tho Schrund. 
It.i chambered hollows 


were hang with a multitude of clustered 
icicles, amidst which thin subdued light 
pulsed and shimmered with indesjribablo 
loveliness. Water dripped and tinkled over- 
head, and from far below thore camo strange 
solemn murmurs from currents that were 
feeling their way among veins and fissures 
on the bottom. 


Ico creations of this hind are perfectly en- 


chanting, notwithstanding ouo feels so en- 
tirely out of place iu their pure fountain 
beauty.

tho glacier, curling and swirling in their 
shining channels, and cutting clear sections 
in whieh|the structure of the ico was beauti- 
fully revealed.—[Jons Hum, in Harper's'
